PARIS. (JP )—Premier Daladier, 
warning that "the fate of the re¬ 
gime and the nation may be at 
stake,” marched troops to vital 
centers today and placed all pub¬ 
lic services under military con¬ 
trol in an effort to break the 
scheduled general strike. 

Posters announcing decrees 
which transferred public service 
workers from civil to military con¬ 
trol were put up this morning all 
over the capital. 

MILITARY CONTROL 

The premier's requisition de¬ 
crees, which already have placed 
railways under military control, 
extended military sway to sub¬ 
ways, buses, gas, water, light, 
mail, telegraph, telephone and 
other services. 

A war ministry .spoke.sman said 
the number of employes this requ- 
isioned ran into the hundreds of 
thou-sands. 

“It means simply that instead 
of depending on mini.strlcs or 
private persons or being free, 
workers are placed under orders 
of military authorities and re¬ 
quired to remain at their posts,” 
he a.s.serted. 

PL\NTS SKIZKI) 

Execution of the requisition de¬ 
crees started at once with mili¬ 
tary occupation of vital centers 
in the northern industrial region 
where the strike began. 

An infantry regiment took pos- 
.session of the Northeast Iron and 
Steel works while another unit 
occupied the electric power plant 
at Vallenciennes. The occupation 
was expected to sprearl through 
all metal plants which are work¬ 
ing on national defen.se orders in 
the Vallenciennes region.

POINT AEYS, Calif., Pilot 
Charles Stead fought his way 
through running surf after his 
big transport plane alighted on 
the ocean here early today and 
told how five other persons dis¬ 
appeared Into the w'ater before 
rescuers had a chance to reach 
the scene. 

Stead and a passenger, Isadore 
R. Edelstein, apparently were the 
only ones sa''ed of the seven per¬ 
sons aboard the plane, although 
the pilot said there was a slight 
chance some of the others might 
have reached the rocky shore. 

”We landed perfectly safe,” 
Stead said, after he pulled him¬ 
self 300 feet up a rope to the 
top of a cliff. "When the plane 
came down, we all climbed out 
the top of the hatch to the roof 
of the plane.

SAN FRANCISCO. (JP)~-A big 
transport plane was crashed to 
pieces on a rocky ocean beach near 
here today after it had fought a 
gale en route from Seattle to Oak¬ 
land, and finally was forced down 
on the rough sea when its fuel 
tanks ran dry. 

The pilot and one passenger 
later were hauled up a steep cliff 
by ropes, but coast guardsmen said 
five other persons were not found 
and no bodies had been sighted. 
GASOLINE RUNS LOW 

Pilot Charles Stead, Seattle, and 
Isadore R. Edelstein, a passenger 
for Los Angeles, had reached the 
beach after the plane was smashed 
by the waves. 

There were four passengers and 
three crew members aboard the 
big United Air Lines pleme, which 
was forced down off the Point 
Reyes lighthouse after it had 
fought the strong headwind. 

Stead radioed about 2:30 a. m 
he was in trouble because his gas¬ 
oline was running low, although 
the radio beam was working. The 
pilot, perhaps partially forced off 
his course, deliberately went out 
over the ocean so he could trian¬ 
gulate his course more accurately. 
PASSENGERS LISTED 

He .said, however, he had onij 
20 gallons of gasoline left, enough 
for five minutes’ flight, and would 
alight on the ocean with "wheels 
up," or in retracted position to in¬ 
sure as much safety as possible.

Hutchings, Balboa game operator. 

Federal Judge Jeremiah Meterer I 
was presiding as selection of the j 
jury began today, with a two- 
week battle in sight. The men are 
facing trial on a federal grand 
jur.v indictment returned a year 
ago, following more than a year 
of investigation to an assertedly- 
fictitious Mexican lottery based on 
a horse race at Santa Anita.

According to the complaint, the 
defendants had 400,000 tickets on 
a Santa Anita sweepstakes race 
on Chri.stmas day, 1936, printed in 
Me.xico and shipped to California, 
where they were to have been sold 
at $1 each. Many of the tickets 
were confiscated before they could 
be sold.

SHANGHAI. — Japan’s 
armed forces tonight served notice 
on the world that the great 
"Yangtze river, China’s main trade 
artery, would remain closed to all 
but Japanese shipping until China 
is conquered and reconstructed un¬ 
der Japanese control. 

A joint army and navy com¬ 
munique indicated protests of for¬ 
eign powers, chiefly the United 
Statc.s. Britain and France, 
against the closing of the •i%-er to 
their commerce, would be unavail¬ 
ing. 

The fighting services .-^aid this 
situation would be continued until 
the government of Generali.ssimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek is tiestroyeii and 
peace and order restored in China 
in accordance with .Japan’s plans 
for the new order in the Far East. 

The Yangtze has been closed to 
foreign merchant shipping since 
tlie Japane.sp <lrive up the river 
began more than a year ago. The 
Japanese now hold the river to a 
point above Hankow, .some 600 
miles from the sea. 

(The United States, Britain and 
France protested to Tokyo Nov 7 
on the closing of the river, but the 
Japanese government rejected 
their representations a week later, 
declaring "the time has not yet 
arrived" for reopening the river.)

Other firms, it was understood, 
planned to repiy they would prove 
the Nov. 10 outbursts were organ¬ 
ized with connivance of the gov¬ 
ernment and therefore represented 
an act of .sovereignty not covered 
by the insurance clause. 

It was .said some foreign under¬ 
writers would offer to prove po¬ 
lice and fire departments were 
remiss in not protecting the at¬ 
tacked buildings. On the assump¬ 
tion of .such protection, they ar¬ 
gued, the insurance was issued. 

Re.sponsible Jewish quarters e.s- 
timated .'520 synagogues were 
burned or demolished the night of 
Nov. 9-10. 

Meanwhile score.4 of Jews in 
concentration camps were being 
released provided they hati made 
prelimiinary arrangements f > r 
emigration. (Jews e.stimated 60.- 
000 Jews had been taken to con¬ 
centration camps.) 

At Munich, Nazis found that 
ban on Jewi.sh religious exercises 
had caused such ill feeling among 
the population that the secret po¬ 
lice ordered the Jewi.sh commu¬ 
nity of Munich to conduct services 
Friday.

Those are the observations of 
Homer David, owner of the Palm 
Hosiery mill at North Tustin 
street, in Orange. His words bear 
authority because he’s been in the 
hosiery production business for 29 
years, working for some of the 
biggest mills in the country. 


David says he finds considerable 
variation in the size of women’s 
stockings ordered by stores in dif¬ 
ferent communities. At San Diego, 
for example, stores buying from 
him demand mostly Nos. 10 or 
lOH stockings, while the small 
shops in Los Angeles suburbs call 
for Nos. 9 or 9 >4 sizes. Bigger 
sizes are required in downtown 
Los Angeles than in the suburbs, 
he declares. 


David has found similar varia¬ 
tions in the East, and between the 
Northern and Southern states, but 
says he can’t account for it. 


Palm Hosiery mill is one of 
three hosiery mills located west 
of the Rocky mountains; the only 
other two, according to David, are 
located in Los Angeles. He says 
the three mills are able to supply 
only about one-tenth of the hosiery 
sold in the state. 


David’s plant has been operat¬ 
ing at Orange since 1932, employs 
18 persons daily on three shifts. 
’The plant has to i-un night and 
day to keep pace with production 
requirements. 


HUNTINGTON BEACH.—Two 
tideland oil drilling permits were 
granted by the city council last 
night to the Wilshire Oil com¬ 
pany of Los Angeles, conditioned 
on posting of a $500 faithful per¬ 
formance bond required in the 
city's new oil ordinance.

Counclimen were told also that 
Southwest's first well has been 
brought in, with production of but 
65 barrels a day. Six wells have 
been begrm by the Southwest firm 
under its contract with the state 
land commission. 

The Southwest greement, to be 
acted on Wednesday afternoon, 
provides for a $25,000 cash pay¬ 
ment to the city on execution, a 
2 per cent royalty of production 
until $150,000 has been paid the 
city, and 2 per cent of the amount 
paid the state in royalties from 
that time on. 

Wilshire’s two new wells, on 
which it was high bidder before 
the state commission recently, do 
not involve trespass on city prop¬ 
erty anl hence there was no dis¬ 
agreement on payments to the 
city. Its new wells are in blocks 
118 and 120, in the town lot area. 
City Engineer Harry Overmyer re¬ 
ported.

The mill serves Bullocks, May 
company and a number of Los 
Angeles concerns, large and small.

Silk which goes into the mak¬ 
ing of the stockings comes orig¬ 
inally from Japan. The raw silk 
is made into thread in Chicago, 
from where it is shipped in spools 
to the plant in Orange. 


David explains that silk worms 
weave about 10 miles of silk dur¬ 
ing a lifetime. Tlie average stock¬ 
ing. he says, requires five miles 
of silk, which means it takes five 
silk worms a lifetime to produce 
enough material for one lady’s 
stocking. 


CHICAGO. (A>)—Hopes for set¬ 
tling a strike that has halted trade 
at the Chicago stockyards were 
carried to a peace parley today. 

Representatives of striking CIO 
handlers and spokesmen for the 
Union Stockyards company con¬ 
ferred with federal conciliators in 
an effort to break the nine-day 
deadlock. 

Robert Mythen, government 
conciliation commissioner, report¬ 
ed “some progress" had attended 
negotiations yesterday—the first 
optimistic note in the dispute. 

Meanwhile, sales on the big open 
market were suspended pending 
termination of the controversy. 
Some 12,000 cattle, hogs and sheep 
were received but most of them 
had been sent directly to the pack¬ 
ing houses, thus circumventing the 
strike bound channels.

Another requirement is that 
silk from separate silk-growing 
farms cannot be mixed, because 
there is a slight difference in tex¬ 
ture. Each lot must be kept sepa¬ 
rate. 


Transforming thread into silk 
stockings is a Job that requires at 
least 11 mechanical processes— 
and the help of trained hands. 


The machines which weave the 
thread into stockings are 42'4 
feet long, contain 52.510 parts. 
Bach of the two machines pro¬ 
duce a dozen stockings every 40 
minutes, according to David. 


First process is washing the 
thread in a chemical solution to 
take out the coarseness. The 
thread goes through the solution 
as it comes off the spool into the 
machine. Next operation ia “leg¬ 
ging” or weaving the leg of the 
stocking.

Solution To 
Quarreling 
Told Ebell 

A rational, understandable sug¬ 
gestion as to how to bring about 
the world peace that is the ab¬ 
stract ideal of a majority of per¬ 
sons was presented yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon by scholarly, whimsical Dr. 
Elam J. Anderson, new president 
of Redlands university, and fea¬ 
tured speaker at the Ebell club¬ 
house when students of Santa Ana 
junior college were guests of the 
Ebell club. Noted in the worll of 
education, Dr. Anderson has two 
decades’ background of study and 
observation, and made It evident 
in his clearly stated thesis that 
he has made an intensive study of 
the philosophical question of why 
people quarrel, and, pragmatically, 
has reached a workable solution. 
Whether or not emotions imi- 
versally can be trained to disci¬ 
pline themselves to his suggested 
procedure, and how quickly, was 
not gone Into, but the treatment 
nevertheless presented itself as 
reasonable. 

Launching his address with the 
definition, "any difference of 
opinion accompanied by such emo¬ 
tion that anger or hatred is pres¬ 
ent can be accepted as a quarrel," 
Dr. Anderson referred to the in¬ 
stinct of man, as an Individual 
and as a unit, to quarrel as the 
outstanding problem of science 
today. 

“It is an age-old problem,” the 
speaker continued. “As far back 
as Adam and Eve, as recently as 
the Munich Treaty, we find quar¬ 
reling at the base of human dis¬ 
tress. It rests within man to 
make it possible for humanity to 
live together with a minimum of 
friction, and I believe this was 
forecast In the words of the 
angels, which I have always 
chosen to interpret as ’Peace on 
earth to men of good will,’ rather 
than "Peace on earth, good will 
to men’.’’ 

Dr. Anderson presented an in¬ 
teresting viewpoint when he de¬ 
clared that in his opinion Neville 
Chamberlain was the first states¬ 
man in history, who, "loving peace, 
was ready to pay the price of 
peace.” Through politics, through 
religion, through racial difficulties, 
he pointed out, there has always 
been animosity among people. Re¬ 
sponsible, he said, are the two 
biologiral laws of first, the ele¬ 
mentary struggle for the survival 
of the fittest, and second, the law 
of Individual difference. 

Particularly did he stress the 
importance of recognizing the lack 
of necessity for observing the 
principle.s of force and struggle 
and the importance of individuals 
recognizing the law of difference. 
"It is a universal trait for each 
person to attempt to make overj 
the other to his or her own like- ‘ 
ness,” .said Dr. Ander.son. "Then | 
when complete submission and | 
Identity is not possible, the unwill-' 
ing person Is accused of ’ignor¬ 
ance’ or ‘stubbornness,’ the two 
words most used to excuse lack 
of thinking!" 

Solution to the problem, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Anderson, lies in the 
radical changing of Individuals to 
disregard preconceived ideas and 
accepting, first of all, three 
axioms. 

First, he said, we must take an 
attitude of tolerance toward dif¬ 
ferences wherever found. Second, 
we must realize that there never 
was, or is. a sincere difference of! 
opinion on any matter where there 
was not. or is not, some right on 
both sides. Third, there must be 
elimination of force, mentally as 
well as physically, in argumenta¬ 
tion. 

After this presentation of the 
Individual solution to quarreling, 
which would logically result In the 
peace of numbers as well as indi¬ 
viduals, Dr. Anderson suggested 
the Institution of Impersonal, un¬ 
impassioned, objective search after 
data In solving any problem in¬ 
volving two opinions. As media¬ 
tion Is effective between individ¬ 
uals, so would it be between 
groups or collective Ideas. Settle¬ 
ment out of court, he asserted, is 
generally more effective than 
trials, because It preserves man’s 
“face" or self-esteem. By the 
same token, he suggested whim¬ 
sically, it might be more satisfac¬ 
tory if our elections were settled 
by a toss of the coin or a drawing 
out of the hat! 

Dr. Anderson was presented hy 
Mrs. Roy Shafer after a brief 
business meeting cnoducted by 
Mrs. W. S. Thomson, president of 
the Ebell society. Of princip.il 
Interest were three interesting -e- 
ports on the recent three-day con¬ 
vention of Southern District club¬ 
women at Coronado, made by Mrs. 
Aldrlc Worswick, Mrs. T. R. Tra- 
wick and Mrs. F. C. Rowland.

PROPER SIGNING 
OF YULE CARDS 
IS TOLD_ •

Should you sign your Christ¬ 
mas cards “Mr. and Mrs.”? 

That depends on whether the 
cards are engraved, printed or 
signed by hand. 

Engraved cards follow the rules 
for visiting cards, consequently 
"Mr. and Mrs." Is proper. It is 
considered a little better to have 
the card read, "Mr. and Mrs. 
Merry Holiday wish you a very 
merry Christmas and a happy 
New Year,” rather than "A very 
merry Christmas and a happy 
New Year from Mr. and Mrs. 
Merry Holiday.” 

Printed cards fall into two cate¬ 
gories, rather formal ones meant 
to be Bent to everyone, and in¬ 
formal ones, designed for Intimate 
friends. If you send out printed 
cards for formal use In place of 
engraved ones, then "Mr. and 
Mrs.” Is proper. If, however, your 
cards are Intended as Informal 
greetings to good friends, omit the 
"Mr. and Mrs.”

How should cards be addressed? 

No card should ever be sent 
without a Mr., Mrs. or Miss pre¬ 
fix. (A young boy may be ad¬ 
dressed as "Master,” although 
that’s being used less and less.) 

An unmarried woman Is always 
addressed as "Miss.” 

A married woman—whether her 
husband Is alive or not—Is ad¬ 
dressed with “Mrs.” prefixed to 
her husband’s full name. A wom¬ 
an’s maiden name Is used only on 
legal papers or where she uses her 
maiden name professionally. In 
case of divorce, however, the name 
may have been changed by legial 
procedure. In that event, address 
your card to the divorcee’s legal 
name.

In this new Athens (a rather 
facetious appellation for contem¬ 
porary Southern California) is 
there a place for painting? 

In this same article (previously 
referred to) Mme.

Year’s Work of Agricultural 
Extension Service Told in 
Advisor Wahlberg’s Report

better place to live and make a 
living. 

Headed for that goal, the agri¬ 
cultural extension service in Or¬ 
ange county had completed anoth¬ 
er year of work today, according 
to the annual report of Farm Ad¬ 
visor Harold E. Wahlberg. 

In preparing bis report required 
by the U. S. department of agri¬ 
culture and the college of agricul¬ 
ture, Wahlberg issued today a sta¬ 
tistical summary of the activities 
of his department. 

Through demonstrations, field 
tours, institutes, farm calls, office 
calls and commodity groups, the 
extension service reached a large 
majority of the farms and farmers 
during the year: 185 demonstra¬ 
tion meetings were held, 22 farm 
practice tours, 110 farm commit¬ 
tee meetings, seven institutes and 
field days, and 62 farm center 
meetings were participated in; 
2541 farm and 205 farm home vis¬ 
its were made by the extension 
service for requested help; 4178 
farmers called at the office for 
agricultural information, 7000 bul- 


Job,". he said. 

“They are not prepared to be 
useful citizens or to enter com¬ 
munity or home life. . . .

During the year 
the extension service had the co¬ 
operation of 486 volunteer leaders, 
who contributed a total of 3741 
days of their time. The extent of 
this partnership alone is indica¬ 
tive of their interest in and evalu¬ 
ation of the need for a construc¬ 
tive educational program of work 
for Orange county agriculture. 

“More emphasis was placed on 
economic phases of agriculture 
during the year just passed, and 
the low returns received by most 
of our growers this year, including 
citrus, walnuts, lima beans, truck 
and other crops, has paved the 
way for even greater stress on 
economic phases next year and 
beyond. 

“The agricultural economic con¬ 
ferences, two of which have been 
held here, promise to provide a 
means of county economic plan¬ 
ning that could play an important 
part in molding the direction and 
destiny of local agricultural enter¬ 
prises. 

“The extension staff acknowl¬ 
edges the invaluable help of the 
project leaders, the farm bureau, 
the board of supervisors, the press 
and others who have cooperated 
in the activities covered by this 
report—all directed to the purpose 
of making the farm and its home 
a better place to live and make a 
living.”

TOKYO. Wl—Jewish emigrants 
from Germany are to be forbidden 
entry into North China, said a 
Japanese military announcement 
from Tientsin today through Oo- 
mei (Japanese news agency). 

Immigration inspectors are to he 
notified at once. 

The announcement gave as rea¬ 
son that a majority of those now 
fleeing Germany were “Reds and 
Communists,” and that prohibition 
was necessary for “maintenance of 
peace and order.”

WARM SPRINGS, Ga. (JP)—

matic intercourse in the near fu¬ 
ture was a question unanswered 
here today after two lengthy con¬ 
ferences between President Roose¬ 
velt and his ambassadors to Ger¬ 
many and Italy. 

The only definite news that 
trickled out of the concluding con¬ 
ference at the “Little White 
House” late yesterday was that 
William Phillips, ambassador to 
Italy, whose visit here caused 
some surprise, would leave Dec. 10 
or 14 to return to his post in 
Rome. 

Hugh R. Wilson, ambassador to 
Germany summoned home for con¬ 
sultation, told reporters only that 
he was “going to work in Wash¬ 
ington for .some time; I don’t 
know how long.” 

“I’ve got certain jobs there to 
do,” he said. He objected to the 
word “indefinitely” to describe 
the length of his stay in Wash¬ 
ington, although whether this hes¬ 
itation was for diplomatic reasons 
or to indicate an early return to 
Berlin was not made plain. 

The Pre.sident made no state¬ 
ment regarding his two-hour meet¬ 
ing yesterday and his four-hour 
conference with the two ranking 
diplomats Sunday. It was not 
known whether he would have 
anything more than a general in¬ 
formal statement at his press con¬ 
ference late today. 

With hilt international talks 
cleaned up for the time being, the 
chief executive turned to domestic 
problems today. He arranged to 
confer in his Pine mountain cot¬ 
tage with Chairman Marvin Jones 
(D., Tex.) of the house agricul¬ 
ture committee, presumably on the 
troublesome farm question.

GIVEN ENCOURAGEMENT 
IN LETTER 

Of all the fears which haunt 
the human mind, perhaps the 
most dreadful is the fear of death. 

Recently a distracted woman 
wrote us and confided that she is 
in constant fear of death—she’s 
afraid of thunderstorms and afraid 
to be in a room alone.

Some of our readers find her 
problem interesting and comment 
on it as follows: 

Dear Miss Stoddard: I have read 
your column dally for many years, 
but this is the first time I have 
felt tha,. 1 must write. Afer read¬ 
ing the letter signed “Worried” in 
a recent issue I cannot sit idly by 
without trying to help one who is 
so cruelly suffering. 

Four yeaxs ago I had a com¬ 
plete nervous breakdown, and un¬ 
less one has gone through It, it 
would be impossible to understand. 
Such agonizing fears and tortures 
could never be described. It is a 
very real disease, the disease of a 
sick mind, and very often the suf¬ 
ferer is run down physically and 
thin.

KIN OF SLAYER 
OF NAZI ENVOY 
SENT TO JAIL 

PARIS. UF )—The aunt and un¬ 
cle of young Herschel Grynszpan, 
whose assassination of Ernst 
Vom Rath brought down the Nazi 
wrath on the Jews in Germany, 
today were sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment and fined 
100 francs ($2.60) each in a Paris 
police court. 

The elderly couple, Abraham 
and Ghana Grynszpan, were con¬ 
victed of having given asylum to 
their 17-year-old nephew in their 
small tailor shop, after he had 
been ordered expelled from 
France as an undesirable alien. 

Young Herschel, who is held 
to face more serious'charges aris¬ 
ing from his shooting of the em¬ 
bassy secretary Nov. 7, did not 
appear in court. 

However, his chief lawyer, Vin¬ 
cent de Moro-Glafferl, defended 
his aunt and uncle. 

Abraham Grynszpan, dark, slen¬ 
der and stooped, and his wife, 
blonde and matronly, both plead¬ 
ed in a French marked with a 
heavy German accent that they 
had kept Herschel at their home 
because he was ill. 

In answsr to the court’s ques¬ 
tion as to whether they knew that 
Herschel had been ordered on Aug. 
15 to.leave the country, the uncle 
replied, “could one put out a sick 
little chUd?” 

"I say the same thing,” de¬ 
clared Ghana. “He was sick and 
I cared for him for a year.” 

Moro - Glafferi, noted defender 
In criminal trials, told the court 
that the shooting of Vom was 
"an act of despair” and asserted, 
”I shall defend, perhaps, with 
passion, the cause of this child in 
another place.” 

The trial of Herschel is expect¬ 
ed to be delayed for several 
months while the investigating 
magistrate makes a full study of 
the evidence. 

Moro - Glafferi urged the ac¬ 
quittal of the uncle and aunt, de¬ 
claring that they could not have 
known that the nephew would 
commit a crime. But the court 
found them guilty, and pointed 
out that if Uiey had respected 
the law against sheltering unde¬ 
sirable aliens Herschel would not 
have been able to shoot Vom Rath. 
Rath.

I EVERYDAY MOVIES 
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Judge Kenny’s Plan 


The views of Judge Robert W. Kenny, Los Angeles 
county senator-elect, on “abolishing” the initiative method 
of legislation are not as extreme as represented by Los 
Angeles newspapers. 

The Santa Ana Journal editorially defended the ini¬ 
tiative. 

And, here’s a letter from Judge Kenny himself on 
the matter: 

I think it is due those who have written me to receive a 
clarified expression of my views. 

Article IV, Section 1, of our state constitution since 1911 has 
provided that a petition signed by eight per cent of the votes 
cast for governor at the previous election is sufficient to submit 
to the people directly, without further debate, any proposed law 
that is desired by the circulators of the petition. The same sec¬ 
tion provides an alternative method whereby a five per cent 
petition is sufficient to cause to be presented to the legislature 
a proposed initiative law which if rejected by the legislature 
must then be submitted to popular vote at the next general 
election. 

I do not think that the initiative should be totally abolished. 

I only believe that the direct initiative, or eight per cent method, 
should be eliminated. This would leave still open to the people 
the five per cent method, which, by “going through the wringer" 
of the legislature, could be adequately debated both there and, if 
rejected, before the people. 

Many suggestions have been made that the law be amended 
to prevent immediate resubmission of proposals once rejected. 

I would be opposed to this for the reason that I think it would 
be impossible to make such a law effective. Only a small 
change would be necessary to permit the measure to be resub¬ 
mitted, and it would be a dangerous delegation of power to 
permit any official, or board of officials, to decide whether 
there was a substantial change in the new measure. 

I do think, however, that the evil of the professional petition 
circulator could be abolished by making it a misdemeanor to 
accept a fee for obtaining a signature on a petition, and perhaps 
by requiring that petitions be only signed before some official, 
such as the county clerk or registrar of voters. This would leave 
an avenue open to the people who genuinely desired to propose 
an initiative measure, but would block the way to racketeers 
to make financial gain out of fostering proposals that are 
ultimately doomed to defeat. 

Judge Kenny’s letter adds, “I am inclined to think 
that our views are not so far apart as the editorials (re¬ 
cently appearing in this newspaper) indicated.” That 
certainly is true. While we are not prepared to say right 
now that we would want to see Judge Kenny’s proposal, 
as outlined above, adopted, it does possess a great deal of 
merit and warrants the widest discussion and consideration. 

Let Us Have Action 

'Two hundred thousand Transamerica corporation 
stockholders and many more in the “big bank”—most of 
whom live right here in California, have a vital concern 
in the hearing on the sy.?tem’s accounting practices or¬ 
dered by the Security and Exchange commission. 

Transamerica is owned by average Californians—the 
comer grocer, the barber, the farmer. They’ve got a great 
kick out of these regular dividend checks, and they feel 
poorer today because a great and powerful federal agency 
has made unsupporteo and mysterious charges about the 
accountinr system of “T. A. C.” and thereby has forced 
a drop in the stock of a couple of points since last Friday. 
The S. E. C., we suspect, has consistently played for the 
galleries, and it probably figures that its brickbats are 
aimed at silk hats. Hov.’evei-, probably not one per cent of 
Transamerica stock is owned by any one individual. 

The S. E. C. hearing Ls set for Jan. 16. S. E. C. 
usually takes three to six months for consideration before 
handing down a hearing. Surely, in this case, in view of 
its importance and the number of people involved, the 
S. E. C. should put this case ahead of routine matters 
and announce a speedy decision. 

A. P. Giannini and John M. Grant, heads of Trans¬ 
america, say to the public: 

“We ask only that, in all fairness, the public reserve 
judgment until we can avail ourselves of the right guar¬ 
anteed to every American citizen by the constitution, that 
he shall not be judged except after a fair and impartial 
hearing.” 

Certainly Transamerica’s management is entitled to 
that in the fullest. So do the tens of thousands of little 
investors deserve a fair deal. 

The American Chorus 

On December 9 the eighth Pan-American conference 
will be held in Lima, Peru. 

At that conference undoubtedly the course of con¬ 
certed American action in world affairs will be outlined. 
The republics of the two Americas will pledge to each 
other and announce to the world the combined policy that 
must prevail unless the nations of the western hemisphere 
are willing to accept dictation and interference from other 
parts of the world. 

The voice of the United States, as represented by 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, will be a vital force in 
the conference, and his words will carry great weight. 

Citizens of this nation, knowing that the integrity of 
the United States is wrapped up in the inviolability of 
the Monroe Doctrine, which forbids European coloniza¬ 
tion in this hemisphere, will expect Secretary Hull to 
mince no words in saying to Europe’s militarists and 
expansionists: 

“The United States has not meddled in your affairs 
in other parts of the world; keep your hands off this 
western hemisphere.” 

It gives an advance feeling of satisfaction to be sure 
that Secretary Hull will voice approximately that dic¬ 
tum, and that the neighbor republics of both the Amer¬ 
icas will join in the chorus.
